Our inability, as nhown 
by the character of past etforts, to 
thoroughly imite our piwers by harmo- 
niziiiK our forces ha.s led to r»'ducti()n in 
wanes, and indifferent i)arts of tiie com- 
petitive district rendered our miners and 
oltii ials pdvverli'ss to resist imposition, 
ami a-ser, llie ri^^hts ot their meiul)er8 
an wa^re workers, witii no other pi-osi>ect 
Iw'fore Us but of suffering still for the 
nioif^tiiTitiniis of our iUrasdj too low 
standard uf iiiinin>; rates.

"The results ^jrowing out of a division 
of our forces h;i.s created an ulinust gen- 
eral demand to l)e made from the rank 
and tile uf both organizations for a con- 
solidation of our {Hiwers under one offi- 
cial head, and in keeping with their ex- 
pre88ed desires, the writers of this met 
and agreed upon the following plan 
which we believe, if adopted, would 
unite our forceti upon a ba^is satisfac- 
tory to the niembera of both urganiza- 
tioiu and bring about ths hufloBiit re - 
suits that all demand.

••Third— Equal Uixation upon atliliated 
memtiers. 

"Fourth— The staff of officers for the 
National and eat h district and liK-al or- 
ganization, in which due provisions shall 
\»' made ifor visiting and directing the 
bu.siness of both biaiu hes of the organ- 
ization. 

"Tlie nece.ssity for a iiiiilication of our 
forces (It 'inands that all the members of 
both existing unions, and even those 
miners not coniiecti d with either give 
these proiHwitions their < ar«-ful thought 
and study, that they may be better nre- 
piftred 10 intelligently consider the auup- 
tiou or modiflaition of tlw poUoj here

. CiNcaMKATi, Deo. M.— What is Jmown 
aA the tank'hooss of Thomas' Emery's 
extensiTO sonp and candle worlcs, 
at Ivorydale, waa totally deetroved by 
flre last night, entailing a loss of almut 
$50,011(1. The destroyed building waa 
tliree stories in height and ( onsirncte<l 
of stone. It was one of several stt ucturea 
that constitute the great works. In it 
was stored about 40,0<50 pounds of grease. 
This highly inflammable||^urterial WM in 
three great iron tanks. 

About t):HO o'clwk tlie flro broke out. 
At that time the stoj>cock of one of the 
tanks was blown oil by the pn ssiiro of 
the li(|Uid grease. Immediately a stream 
of the oily substance shot across the 
room, cuiisiug the atmosphere to liecome 
laden with a peculiar and inll.imniable 
gas. This coming in contact wiih a Jet 
of gas ignited. Instantly the gn at room 
was tran^forlned into a r<iaring furnace. 
When the burnt tank \\a- e\liausted, 
the other two let go, tlu ir contents feed- 
ing tlie flames. 

Owing to the fierc«'nesa of the con- 

flagration and the nature of tlie material j ering all -tiii tiv 
on which the lire fed, it was obsi-rvable | voh in;; .-i teclmic 
for mii(«, lighting up the heavens nnd 
vicinity of Ivorydale as bright as day. 
As the tire service is iiraciically worih- 
less all there couM be uone was to let the 
flre wchauflt itself. This it did after 
burning about four hours. The |i iss sus- 
tained wiil be total, a.s tiie Kni'-rx s '"arrv 
no insurauc'j. AUiut a month ago they 
suffered an almost similar loss, one of 
their buildings being destroyed on the 
occasion. ^

Grady died of pnsnnMWis St 8:40 ysstH^ 

day morning. 

The death of Henry fJnidy is a terri- 
ble sb(H k to the jieojile here at his home, 
the people who Icnew him and who 
loveil him liest. NoIkkIv would lielieve 
that Henry Grady would die when the 
lirst announcement was nimle of hia 
serious illness. His friends seemed to 
treat the matter lightlv, a« one of them 
nut it to-day. '■lci>uld never asscK'iate 
Henry \V. (iiady with death," and so it 
seeme*l with everybodv. On Thursday 
Mr. Grady rallied, was bright, and talked 
to his friends. Friday he grew worse 
and Hutfered from a violent bronchial 
cough, then pleuri>-pneumonia develop- 
ed, and this, with a complication of un- 
usuiU nervous prostration jiroved such a 
determinetl attack ui.>on liis system that 
even his great vitality could not resist it. 

Dr. F. II. Grme, probably the most 
prominent humeoiiatliic physician in the 
south, has lieeii .Mr. (ira(iy"s family phy- 
sician fiir years. He wa.s assisted in the 
case by lir. Lucius More, formerly of 
Memphis, and Dr. A. S. Everett, of l)en- 
ver. Col. (Jrave appreherisit)iis were ex- 
piessed as to the outcome of the case, 
l)Ut it was not until Sunday that the jieo- 
ple began to realize that there wa.s real 
danger of .Mr. tJriidy In-ing taken from 
them. All day Sunday he wius in a stu- 
pir. In his delirium he talked of bus- 
iness matters, especially of efforts to do 
something for yeedy friends. It waa 
this that was upjiermoet in his mind as 
it waa in his life — the desire to help those 
who needed it. The [ihysicians hail little 
hope after :i or 4 o'doirk Sundav after- 
noon, but it was not until midnight that 
there were indications of the sudden ap- 
proach of the end. Then it was tliat 
those wild love(l bini liest. the iiieinljers 
of his family and a few intimate friends, 
gatheietl a'Hiut his betlside. His jihysical 
strength gave way at twenty muiutes 
before 4 ii" |iK-k, and the great spirit 
wingeil its flight. 

'1 lie aii'io,,:ii emeiit thiit Henry Wood* 
fin Grady was dead fell like a blow upon 
all Atlanta, and sad will he the Christ- 
mas of this city and this stati'. 

At 2 o'cUK'k on the afternoon of Christ- 
mas day the funeral ceremonies will 
take place.

After the sharpest competition with 
The Constitution ever known lietween 
any two papers of the south The 1 lei aid 
disappeared frbm the field. By this 
its editor's abilities bad made him' many 
friends abroad as well as at home, and 
James Gordon Bennett made him the 
southern unrespondent of The New York 
Herald. 

On this journal Mr. Grady did somo 
of the best work of his life. "He rapidly 
gained all tlint he had lost in his liist 
venturus, and in 1880 purchn.sed a fourth 
interest in The Constitution, taking the 
position of managing editor, which pla'^e 
he held until his fatal illness. The paper 
under his management, energetically 
seconded by his as8(x.>iate8, becanu) the 
one southern daily whose utt. r imc s aru 
quoted throughout America and in for-

The latest news to Oct M wa« that 
Pinto had sufficient slorss to last three 
n^tmths, and that there was great activi- 
ty nt lhe camp. Pinto was suffering 
from Malaria. He expected to be able 
to subdue the Makololos by December, 
and to return to Lisbon. 

The Spanish press, commenting upon 
the Serpa Pinto incident, criticise Portu- 
gal for not having sought commercial 
and social union with Spain, instead of 
courting British favor. She is now in 
danger of being left without frienda or 
allies. '
